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d. The next speech was delivered by Erwin ZUCKLR-SCHILLING. He 
explained the failure in the election as being caused by deficiencies 
of the Communist enterprise organisations. Gottlieb FI ALA, Communist 
deputy chairman of the Austrian Labor Union, should bo held responsible, 
^illy SCHOLZ and the leading Styrian Communists were severely criticised 
in the course of the discussion. A change in the provincial head- 
quarters of Upper Austria (Fram HAIDER and Peter KAMMLRSTAEIT .R, provincial 
secretary) and of Salzburg (Franz STRASSER, Frits LhTtKEft, Agnes PRIMGSIC, 
provincial secretary) was demanded. Malte SCHORR stated in a private dis- 
cussion that the party has incurred great financial difficulties as the 
USIA does not distribute enough cash. 
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
